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RUSSIAS PLIGHT 
SERIOUS PROBLEM 
~ FOR ALLY NATIONS 


President Wilson and 
French Statesmen Con- 
sidering Question and 
Will Try to Agree on 
Definite Policy. 


WHO IS REPRESENTING 
THE PEOPLE OF RUSSIA? 


Allies Apparently Can 
Get No Answer to Ques- 
tion — President Wilson 
Seems’ to Be Strongly 
Opposed to Bolshevik 
Regime. ; 


Washington, December 17.—The 
tussian problem already has been 
taken up by President Wilson with 
French statesmen, it was learned 
here today, and the determination 
of a definite policy on which all the 
allied countries and the United 
States may agree will be one of 
the first things undertaken at the 
preliminary meetings which are to 
precede the peace conference. 

Russia's plight and the attitude 
to be adopted by the victorious as- 
sociated nations is recognized as one 
of the most serious problems of the 
conference. Every proposed solu- 

‘tion so far is said to have been 
blocked by the unanswered questions 
of who is qualified to speak for the 
Russian people. ) 
Dictator at Omsk. 

The government at Omsk, of which 
the United States and other govern- 
ments have expected much, is now 
in the hands of a dictator and split 
into factions. The entente nations 
have not given up hope that the 
Omsk authorities may yet evolve 
a stable form of government for 
Russia, but this has not been ac- 
complished now and none of the 
allied governments has recognized 
the Omsk regime officially. 

Prince Lvoff, who was premier in 
the Kerensky cabinet, and Boris 
Bakhmeteff, Russian ambassador in 
Washington, appointed by Keren- 
sky, as well as Professor Paul 
Miliukoff, Kerensky’s foreign min- 
ister, are on their way to Paris 
with other prominent Russians to 
do ‘whatever they can to aid the 
allies in the. solution of the Rus- 
sian problem. But whether they 
represent the people of Russia at 
this time is a question which it 
privately is admitted cannot be an- 
sewered here. 

Prince Lvoff has recently been in 
Washington, where he discussed the 
situation in his country with Presi- 
dent Wilson and Secretary Lansing. 

Alexiff, Denekine and other Cos- 
sack leaders are in control in the 
Cossack districts on the Don and 
at Orenburg, and are maintaining a 
government more nearly stable than 
any other in Russia at present, un- 
less it is at Archangel, which is op- 
erating in accord with the allied 
forces. 

No Recognition to Bolsheviki. 

Far from according any recogni- 
tion to the soviet regime at Pe- 
trograd, the Unite@ States some 
time ago called upon all civilized 
nations to condemn the Bolshevik 
reign of terror. 

Even when a set of leaders is rec- 
ognized as Russian spokesmen, the 
United States and the allies must 
face the great question of how they 
can be aided in setting up 4 stable 
government and in preventing fam- 
ine, for the benefit of Russia her- 
self and in the interest of the world 
peace. Until the armistice was 
signed troops and supplies could be 
sent to Russia only through Siberia, 
a distance of two-thirds of the way 
around the world, or by Archangel, 
which was not feasible. Now, how- 
eyer, the Black sea, the Baltic sea 
and the railroad lines through Ger- 
man and Austrian territory offer 
better means. It is believed by of- 
ficials here that the land route 
through Germany and Austria would 
be the best and most practical way 
of reaching Russia. 

It is stated that in considering 
whether a joint expedition should 
e sent to deal with and thereby in- 
terfere with Russia’s internal af- 
fairs, the representatives of the 

nited State sand the allies must 
decide whether the Bolshevik move- 
ment is such a serious menace to 
civilization as to justify extraordi- 
nary steps to eliminate it. To aid 
him in the conference with the al- 
lied leaders, President Wilson has 
taken a corps of Russian’ experts 
with him to Paris. 

Gloomy Reports From Russia, 

Gloomy reports of the stuation in 
Russia, particularly at Petrograd, 
continue to reach the state depart- 
ment. A dispatcn today announced 
that the soviet government has re- 
stricted the influx of hungry and 
destitute prisoners returning from 

erman and Austrian prison camps 
without officers or guaras. 

The condition of the middle 
classes in Petrograd is said to be 


extremely bad and great numbers 
are dying daily of starvation. No 
uel is available, and the people are 
obliged to keep vo their beds day 
and night: 

The Bolshevik section is reported 
gaining numericaily because it con- 
trols the distribution of food. There 
is increasing disorder in the admin- 
istration of affairs, “according to 
these advices, 

Many Scandinavian fugitives, es- 
caping from Bolshevik terrors, are 
arriving in Sweden.

Man Who Charmed 
Bullets W ounded 
When Song Ceases 


“I Just Couldn’t Sing 
With My ‘Buddy’ Lying 
There Wounded, and the 
Germans Got Me,” Says 
“Singing Jimmy.”

James Folkner, of the Thirty-sec- 
ond division, who won the title of 
“Singing Jimmy,” because he went 
“over the,tup” so many times sing- 
ing at the top of his voice on the 
battlefields of France, is now in the 
hospital at Fort McPherson. 

Stories of the famous singer, who 
could “sing away” the bullets, have 
already reached America and news- 
papers all over the country have 
commented on the wonderful spir- 
it of the southerner. 

Two months ago The Constitution 
carried a story of “Singing Jimmy,” 
but no one knew that the hero would 
soon be on this side of the Atlantic. 

The sun was shining Tuesday and 
Jimmy, who has been inside a ward 
at Fort McPherson during the many 
weeks that he has ben at the fort, 
crawled out in the sunshine leaving 
the crutches behind and finding a 
comfortable Chair on the porch out- 
side of Ward A, began to sing the 
wonderful songs that had heartened 
his comrades on the Lorraine front, 
Toul sector and Chateau Thierry. 

“The German bullets couldn't get 
me,” he declared. “I just charmed 
‘em with my songs, and now I am 
singing away the blues for these 
poor devils here who are going to 
the operating table Christmas in- 
stead of home. Wait till 1 get to 
where I can run and jump like I 
used to and I will sing again just 
like I did before I saw a German 
bullet get my ‘buddy’ on the field 
at Chateau Thierry. That is the 
reason the high explosive got me. 
You see I just couldn’t sing with 
my ‘buddy’ lying there shot topieces 
calling for .help, and no one to go 
to him, so I quit, and just as soon 
as that shell came over the hill 1] 
received my wound. 

“For awhile I thought the little 
boat was going down the stream, 
and I did not sing much while it 
was drifting in the darkness, but 
after awhile it came to: the light 
and finally to the shore again.” 

“Singing Jimmy” is a member of 
the 32d division and was in the front 
line trenches for many months. A 
returned soldier who told the story 
of “Singing Jimmy” to a Constitu- 
tion reporter two months ago in the 
Red Cross canteen at the Terminal 
station, declared that the bullets fell 
like rain around the singer mowing 
down his comrades, but leaving the 
singer unharmed. He said that the 
singer always had a new song for 
each time he was called on. to 
go over the top, but he always gave 
“Dixie’ when the fight was fiercest. 

Folkner says he cannot go home 
Chrisimas, so hé intends to ‘pass the 
time away learning new songs to 
sing on the train when he finally 
does start westward. 


Swelled Heads 
Over the Victory 
Barred by Haig 


Field Marshal, in Address. 
to War Writers, Warns 
Against German Exam- 
ple—Hopes for Everlast- 
ing Peace: 


Cologne, December 17.—Field Mar- 
shal Haig came to Cologne Monday 
morning to make his initial tour of 
inspection of the territory occupied 
by the British along the Rhine. Im- 
mediately on his arrival the British 
commander-in-chief proceeded to the 
famous Hohenzollern bridge for a 
meeting with more than a score of 
war correspondents representing all 
the great newspapers of the allied 
and neutral countries. 

The occasion was in the nature 
of a farewell to the writers who 
have been accredited to British gen- 
eral headquarters and who furnished 
their labors when the British com- 
pleted their occupation of the ter- 
ritory assigned to them under the 
armistice. 

In a brief address the field mar- 
shal expressed his deepest thanks 
for the work done. by the press in 
presenting the truth of the war to 
the world and the hope that the cor- 
respondents henceforth would de- 
vote their energies in advocating 
everlasting peace. 

Don’t Get Swelled Heads, 

“Do not let us get swelled heads 
over our victory the same as other 
persons did after 1870,” said the 
field marshal during his speech. 

“I wish to thank you,” said Gen- 
eral Haig, “for the great services 
which you have rendered during 
this war, which indeed has been the 
greatest war in history. I know 
that you have displayed untiring 
energy and contempt for danger in 
following the troops in all their of- 
fensive actions. I know that ypu 
have done your utmost to give accu- 
rate and complete information to the 
public through the great journals 
which you represent. It was im- 
possible to do more than you gentle- 
men have done. 

“You of the British press from the 
beginning of the struggle have car- 
ried out your work with complete 
success.. Your dispatches have help- 
ed to give hope and courage to our 
families at home and to enlighten: 
the public as to the magnitude of 
Great Britain’s effort in the. great 
cause of freedom. 

“The allied press representatives 
have cemented the bonds of union 
between our allies and ourselves by 
spreading the truth in their respect- 
ive countries, by presenting our ef- 
forts in their true perspective.

ATLANTA IS BEHIND 
IN THE ROLL GALL 


Many Reports of Canvass 
Monday Night Not Yet 
Made — Women W i1] 
Continue Work Today. 


That the response of Atlanta to 
the Red Cross Christmas roll call 
has not been as spontaneous and 
immediate as was anticipated was 
stated Tuesday by R. K. Rambo, 
chairman of the executive commit- 
tee for the Atlanta and Fulton coun- 
ty canvass. 

Approximate figures at a late hour 
Tuesday night showed 16,500 new 
members pecured for the organiza- 
tion, whereas it had been thought 
that at last 20,000 would have come 
in as a result of the Monday night 
house-to-house canvass. 

Mr.. Rambo stated that this low 
figure probably resulted from slow- 
ness on the part of many workers 
in bringing in their reports to the 
headquarters on the ground floor of 
the Healey building. 

Complete Keports Not In. 

“There are hardly any of the wards 
that have made complete reports as 
yet,” said Mr. Rambo. “Our figures 
for the house-to-house canvass to 
date show a total of 8,955 member- 
ships secured. The others have been 
secured by the women workers at 
“their booths on Tuesday. These 
women, under the leadership of Mrs. 
Beaumont Davison, have done splen- 
did work, and I am confidently an- 
ticipating that they will keep up 
their stride throughout the balance 
of the week and roll up a total 
that will exceed the quota of 40,600 
they voluntarily set for themselves 
by a considerable number.”

With His Sword 


Returning Soldier Tells 
of Brutality in Prison 
Camp — Russians Dying 
of Starvation at Rastatt. 


Berne, December 17.—Lieutenant 
James Duke, of Washington; Lieu- 
tenant Cassius Styles, of Willsboruo, 
N. Y., and Lieutenant Robert Ray- 
mond, of Newton Center, Mass., have 
arrived in Switzerland and from a 
German prison camp on their way 
to France. These officers are at- 
tached to the American aviation 
service. 

Lieutenant Styles told the. Red 
Cross that his pilot, Lieutenant Wis- 
ter Morris, had been killed. Al- 


though dying and unable to see, 
Morris said to him: “You there, 
Styles? It was my fault that we 
smashed.. Hope you are not hurt. 
Good-by.” 

The Americans informed the Red 
Cross that the Russians at Rastatt, 
Germany, were dying at the rate 
of about six or eight daily from 
starvation. The Americans were 
given rifles by the German guards 
to protect their food stores from 
the Russians, who threatened to raid 
the American compound, they said. 

The American cemetery at Ras- 
tatt now has nine graves. 

The German guards left the gates 
of the camp open for the Americans 
to escape, but an American sergeant 
posted American guards around the 
compound and compelled the pris- 
oners to await the arrival of the 
Red Cross and American sanitary 
trains from Switzerland. 

Herbert Jones, of the 110th infan- 
try, declared to the American Red 
Cross that a German sergeant ma- 
jor at Langensalza camp _ struck 
American prisoners on the face with 
the flat of his sword without rea- 
son after lining them up for roll 
call. Jones himself was kicked by 
a guard until the lower part of his 
body was temporarily paralyzed. 


Langensalza is the German prison 
camp where a considerable number 
of French prisoners were killed or 
wounded by guards several days aft- 
er the signing of the armistice.

FLOWER-DECKED 
GERMAN SOLDIERS 
RETURN FROM WAR 


Troops Are’Entering Ber- 
lin at Rate of 10,000 a 
Day, and They March as 
Conquerors, and Are So 
Hailed. 


WREATHS OF LAUREL 
CROWN ALL THE FLAGS 


And Soldiers Are Covered 
With Evergreens and 
Flowers — Bands Blare 
‘‘Deutschland Ueber 
Alles’”—Berliners Dance 
and Drink. 


London, December 17.—The cor- 
respondent in Berlin of The Daily 
Express, dealing with the return of 
the German army, says the scenes 
of enthusiasm- marking the home- 
coming of the troops are unending. 

“Men have been coming home at the 
rate of 10,000.a day,” says the cor- 
respondent. “Every day Herr Ebert 
(the chancellor) takes his place on 
a rostrum opposite the French em- 
bassy. He addresses the home- 
coming men and the bands play 
martial music, while the crowds 
cheer and wave their handkerchiefs. 

“*Deutschland ueber alles’ brought 
my into the street this morning. To 
my amazement—and to the apparent 
amazement of the French officers 
grouped in the window of the em- 
bassy—a regiment was passing the 
Brandenburg gate to the old tune. 
Later, I heard it played continuously 
as cavalry, infantry. and artillery 
swept by. Regimental flags were 
crowned with laurel wreaths. The 
men wore evergreens around their 
steel helmets and their tunics and 
guns were covered with flowers. 

Attitude of Officers, 

“What particularly struck me 
was the attitude of the homecoming 
officers. Those I have seen in the 
Berlin garrison were quiet men, 
many of whom had removed their 
marks of rank. They seldom were 
saluted by their men. On the other 
hand, the troops just returned from 
the front are well disciplined and 
saluted as of old. The officers, 
themselves, are unchanged. They 


exhibit themselves, monocled and 
tight-waisted, to the population, 
who cheer them loudly. 

“Berlin is dancing mad. There are 
about fifty cabarets in the city, and 
dancing goes on all the afternoon 


and until 9 o’clock at night. Ina 
week’s time the edict closing dancing 


halls at 9 o’clock will be removed, 
and dancing will then continue all 
night. Berliners are looking for- 
ward to this. 

“It is a remarkable sight to see 


women in expensive toilettes, 
and drinking ~ wine 
pounds a bottle.

Mr. Rambo 
pointed out that they are doing their 
utmost, with the force at their dis- 
posal, to cover the entire city, but 
that it is not possible to send mes- 
sengers to every point requested, 
when there are s0 many. He re- 
quests the persons desiring member- 
ship either secure them at the near- 
est booth, or that they mail in their 
checks, when buttons and Christmas 
seals will be sent b yreturn mail. 

Today the women will continue 
their canvass by means of the 
booths, and the canvass will con- 
tinue throughout the week, includ- 
ing Sunday, or as long as it is 
thought that there are people who 
wish to join who have not been in« 
vited. 

On Thursday the city will cele- 
brate Edith Cavell day, in honor of 
the heroic Red Cross nurse who was 
slain by the Germans in Brussels. It 
is hoped that by that day every in- 
dividual will wear the Red Cross 
button and thus show their respect

Children Snuggle Up to 
Troops and Are Unre- 
proved by Parents—No 
Drastic Rules by Ameri- 
cans. 


Coblenz, December 17.—Through- 
out the sector of German territory 
held by the Americans, the men have 
settled down to what may be weeks 
of occupation. Ems and Nassau are 
two important towns which have 
fallen to the French, who were sent 
into the American sector, but Neu- 
wied, a big industrial center, and 
all the other towns in the northern | 
half of the segtor are held by the) 
Americans. 

The Americans have followed the 
policy which characterized their first 
days of occupation. They have 
promulgated no drastic rules to gov- 
ern civil life and in every way have 
endeavored to make the inhabitants 
feel that they will not be molested 
so long as they do not interfere with 
the military duties. 

On the first Sunday the results of 
this policy were shown. While the 
people of Coblenz are still somewhat 
resentful in their attitude, the resi- 
dents of the smaller .towns evinced 
none of this hostility. Dressed in 
their Sunday clothes the Germans 
attended church service and ap- 
peared surprised to find among the 
congregation in some of the places 
a few of the enlisted men. 

Kids Make Love to Soldiers. 

In the afternoon the children in 
the villages made love frankly to 
many of the soldiers who would 
permit it, clambered over the trucks 
and demanded their turn to snuggle 
into the seats on the guns in the 
artillery parks. And they were un- 
reproved by their parents, who smil- 
ed their tolerance. The older among 
the men and women not only made 
no objection to billetings, as did 
many in Coblenz and Treves, but 
frequently showed a desire to make 
the men feel at home. 

Wherever bands were in action the 
people crowded the street corners 
to listen to the music, instead of 
hurrying to their homes, a situation 
that did not exist when the invasion 
of German territory was begun two 
weeks ago. 

Applications for leave of absence 
are already largely on the increase, 
but it is notable that the men are 
not asking for permission ta visit 
distant points, but merely to make 
excursions into the picturesque 
Rhine regions, where almost every 
valley is guarded by*the ruins of a 
medieval castle. 

American Time for Germans. 


By decree of the American mili- 
tary authorities, the clocks at 
Coblenz, Treves and elsewhere in 
the occupied areas were set back 
an hour on Sunday. The change 
from the German time was madé 
So that the clocks within the bridge- 
head and the district west of the 
Rhine would correspond with the 
French time or the time used by 
the American expeditionary force. 

In accordance with the terms of 
the armistice, the Germans on Sun. 
day turned over to the Americans 
1,250 motor trucks. About 500 of 
these have been assembled at Cob- 
lenz and the others nearby. As rap- 
idly as possible the former German 
army trucks are being manned by 
Americans and will be used to bring 
up supplies,

New York, December 17.—Air mail 
Service between New York and Chi- 
cago will be inaugurated tomorrow 
when the first machine will leave 
here from Belmont Park at 6 a. m.

Pace:in Fulton. 


While marriages in Atlanta 
crease, divorces do the same, 
cording to figures compiled at 
Fulton County courthouse. 

An unprecedented increase in the 


issuing of marriage licenses is re- 
corded for 1918. Officials state that 
this is the result of the “war brides” 
and the fact that Atlanta was so 
close to a national cantonment. A 
total of 3,296 licenses were granted 
up to December 17, 1918, as against 
a total of 2,547 licenses issued in 
1917 and 2,126 licenses issued in 
1916. Of those issued this year 
2,191 were to white and 1,105 to 
colored. 

With the granting of 3,296 mar- 
riage licenses for one year, approx- 
imately 1,150 divorce suits were 
filed and verdicts granted for the 
same period of time. 

At this rate a third of those who 
indulge in matrimony are dissatis- 
fied and attempt to have the irk- 
some tie severed.

Philadelphia, 
American Jewish 
declared for a Jewish common- 
wealth in Palestine under. the 
trusteeship of Great Britain, acting 
on behalf of such league of nations 
as may be formed. | 

The declaration, in the form of 
a resolution, was adopted amid wild 
enthusiasm. The 400 delegates rep- 
resenting more than 3,000,000 mem- 
bers of their race in the United 
States, rose and sang “The Hatik- | 
voh,” the Jewish anthem, expressing 
the hope that Palestine shall soon | 
be the Holy Land of the Jews. This'! 
was followed by the singing of 
“The Star Spangled Banner.” 

Text of Resolution. 

The resolution follows: 

“The American Jewish congress 
instruct their delegation to Eu- 
rope to co-operate with the repre-. 
sentatives of other organizations | 
and specifically with the world Zion- | 
ist organization, to the. end that | 
the peace conference may recognize 
the aspirations and historic claims 
of the Jewish people with regard to) 
Palestine, and declare that in ac: | 
cordance with the British govern- 
ment’s declaration of November 2, 
1917, indorsed by the allied govern- | 
ments and the president of the Unit- 
ed States, shall be established such 
political, administrative and eco- | 
nomic conditions in Palestine as will | 
assure under the trusteeship of | 
Great Britain, acting on behalf of | 
such league of nations as may be 
formed, the development of Pales- | 
tine into a Jewish commonwealth, | 
it being clearly understood that | 
nothing shall be done whecih shall 
nothing shall be done which shall 
rights of existing nun-Jewish com- 
munities in Palestine, or the rights 
and political status enjoyed by Jews 
in any other country.” 

Delegation to Peace Congress. 

Another resolution was adopted 
that the congress shall elect a dele- 
gation of not more than seven mem- 
bers who shall leave for Europe, 
where, “in co-operation with the! 
representative of the Jews of other 
lands, it shall use its best endeav- 
ors to realize the objects for which 
this congress was established, in 
accordance with instructions formu- | 
lated by this congress.” 

The delegation is instructed to 
render a report to the congress after 
its labors in Europe are completed, 
and the president of the congress is 
required to summon that body to re- 
ceive a report of the delegation not 
later than one year after the treaty 
of peace shall have been signed and 
to transact such other business as!

castle in Coblenz, known as one of 
the former emperor’s summer pal- 
aces, is now under guard by Ameri- 
can troops. The palace stands on | 
the banks of the Rhine, a stone's! 
throw from the business center of | 
Coblenz. 

The palace is surrounded by “roy- 
al gardens” and contains many ar- 
ticles of historic interest, in addi- | 
tion to silverware and other be- 
longings to William I., who once. 
occupied the building. | 

Since the arrival of the Ameri- 
cans there have been several at-/|§ 
tempts to rémove some of the valu- 
ables in the palace. Therefore, it 
was decided that the guard should | 
be placed around the’ house as a 
precaution against the furniture and | 
other things inside being disturbed. | 

The palace was built by Prince |

The arrival of Premier 
Lloyd-George and Premier Orlando 
in Paris next Thursday will again 
bring these premiers together, this 
time with President Wilson, and the 
deferred relief project again will 
come up for discussion and decision. 

An amendment concerning raw 
materials, which has been proposed, 
promises to be the main subject of 
discussion. A number of other ques- 
tions also are involved in the ap- 
pointment of a director general of 
relief, particularly the use of mer- 
chant shiping now in German ports 
for the distribution of relief, and 
also the prompt movement of Amer- 
ican troops back to the United 
States.

Refusing to make ignoble| 
and unpatriotic concessions to the 
socialists, he faced their opposition 
and conducted two campaigns, the 
one against the enemy in the field, 
the other against the foes at home. 
Until the very hour when by his 
courage and constancy the victory 
was assured, Clemenceau had to 
fight against the intrigues and the 
open attacks of those very men who 
are now most outspoken in their 
welcome to the American president. 

Purpose Is Patent. 

The maneuver in all this is 
patent and it is reproduced in Brit- 
ain, where the men who desired to 
make peace two years ago, who des- 
paired of victory or held victory, or 
lesser account than the realization 
of their private or political end, are| 
making the same motions. | 

Clemenceau one day reached the | 
point where it was no longer pos- | 
sible to attack him directly. The, 


supreme triumph was assured, arriv- | 


ed in due course and France, the | 
nation, was in no mood to permit 
itself to be misled by little men, to 
deny its confidence to the man who | 
had given back the lost provinces 
and won victory, peace. Thereupon, 
in France as in Britain, the shift 
was made to Mr. Wilson, not with 
his consent or approval. But he be- 
came for the men who were willing 
to lose the war to win political pow- 
er, the sole hope of rehabilitation. 
If Mr. Wilson were to disagree with 
Clemenceau, if that disagreement 
were to become — public property, 
then, because of the president's great 
prestige, because of his enormous 
influence as the accepted represen- | 
tative in France of the will of the 
American people, then, and only} 
then, might the meen who had given | 
Clemenceau more trouble than the} 
Germans regain some shfeds of pop- 
ular respect. 
Apprehension Is Excited. 

This is the circumstance which 
excites mostgapprehension in allied 
Kurope today. There is a fear 
which finds ready expression in pri- 
vate conversation and veiled state- 
ment in the press, that Mr. Wilson, 
finding certain of his principles 
necessarily opposed by the official 
heads of the French and British 
rovernments, will be led to appeal 


'over the heads of the people. Such 


an appeal would mean, in fact, an 
appeal to the apostles of Bolshevism 
and of defeat, to the extreme radi- 
ealism which yearns for revolution, 
not peace. 

The general state of Europe makes 
this peril even more acute. More 
than half the continent is now in a 
state of anarchy. Bolshevism has 
swept Russia and invaded Germany. 
{It has its agents and its representa- 
tives busily at work in all countries 
still uncontaminated by its poison. 
It hopes to conquer France and 
Italy, even England, as it has con- 
quered Russia and is conquering 
Germany. If it gains a real foot- 
hold west of the Rhine, then we 
shall see a cataclysm unequalled in 
human history. 

The sole barrier to such a catas- 
trophe is concerted and loyal action 


'by the nations which have defeated 


Germany. The war between Ger- 
many and the civilized world is over, 
and the German defeat is complcte, 
but the war between anarchy and 
order is not over.

ence of governors here. 
| “The school must widen its sphere 
of service,” said Governor Brum- 
baugh. “We welcome immigrants 
and we give them home and haven. 
But we should insist that every im- 
migrant within five years must mas- 
ter the English language or leave 
the country. We should also every- 
where enforce by compulsion the 
education of all native-born pepole.” 

Governor Brumbaugh denounced 
the past practice of sending youths 
to Germany for the completion of 
their university education. He urg- 
ed governors to use their influence 
to raise the standards of higher edu- 
cational institutions in this country. 

Discussing state labor policies, 
Governor-elect Campbell, of Arizona, 
recommended that all states enact 
compulsory arbitration laws to min- 
imize strikes and labor disturbances. 
He also urged enactment of drastic 
state laws against sabotage by the 
I. W. W. or other advocates of “di- 
rect action.” The system of federal 
mediators in wage disputes had 
proven so effective during the war, 
he said, that it should be continued. 

Plea for National Unity. 


Governor Manning, of South Caro- 
lina, pleaded for continued national 
unity after the war. 

“T hope, now that the war is end- 
ed,” he said, “we shall remember the 
lesson of unity which we have learn- 
ed so that in dealing with federal 
authorities we will put aside sec- 
tional and _ partisan’ differences, 
working for America rather than for 
individual states.” 

Governor Manning denounced the 
bill pending in congress providing 
an appropriation of $100,000,000 for 
federal aid of state school systems, 
on the ground that the measure would 
permit federal dictation of states’ 
selection of school teachers. He 
warned against ever permitting the 
federal government to dictate the 
choice of local educators, although 
he explained he was not opposed to 
federal financial aid.

A leaflet has been prepared 
for distribution which snmmarizes 
many of the attractions the society 
believes sufficient to warrant the 
government taking it over as a 
reservation. Some of the items enu- 
merated follow: 

“As an extensive botanical garden 
it is unrivaled, with natural attrac- 
tions not found elsewhere in the 
United States. 

“As a great primitive bird sanc- 
tuary it is of world-wide interest.

Brine, of the gas company, stated 
Tuesday that if Councilman John- 
son means that the company is ad- 
justing the meters to consume an 
inordinate amount of gas, then the 
charges are absolutely unfounded. 

“If he refers, however,” said Mr. 
Brine, “to the prepayment meters, 
then I can say that we have adjust- 
ed all such meters so that gas now 
costs $1.15 per 1,000 cubic feet, in- 
stead of $1 as heretofore, and this 
increase was granted by the rail- 
road commission, and is entirely le- 
gitimate.”’ 

Johnson Explains Stand, 

Councilman Johnson in explain- 
ing the reasons for his ordinance, 
says he has received many com- 
plaints from gas consumers that too 
much gas was being used as com- 
pared with the amount ordinarily 
necessary to secure results, and that 
he merely wants these complaints 
investigated.

“The Jewish question is most dif- 
ficult for Poland,” he said, “and it 
will need great effort and sacri- 
fices on the part of both Poles and 
Jews to reach a solution. One of | 
the best proofs of our tolerance to- | 
ward the Jews may be found in the 
fact that they were permitted to 
participate in the recent election. 

“A special commission is inves- 
tigating the alleged programs at 
Lemberg. It has been established 


that the first act of the Ukrainians 
after occupying that city was to re- 
lease prisoners from the jails. These 
prisoners began to pillage the city 
and disorders naturally arose. 

“When Polish patrols entered the 
Lemberg ghetto they were fired 
upon from windows and hot water 
was poured upon them. 

“At the beginning of the trouble 
the forces of Polish regular troops | 
in Lemberg were unable to cope 
with the situation, but when rein- 


forced, restored order and placed 
in jail 1,500 persons, many of whom 
were Ukrainian soldiers.’’ 

Jew Leader Talks. 


Noah Prilucki, a leader of the 
Jewish nationalist party, said to 
the correspondent: 

“The trouble between the Poles 
and the Jews is the outgrowth of 
the indisposition of the Poles to 
meet our demands in the light of | 
President Wilson’s declarations. | 
The nationalistic idea has _ been | 
growing for fifty years, but has de- | 
veloped among Jews only recently. | 
We have aspirations similar to the 
Czechs and Serbians, but lack ter- , 
ritory. Anti-semitic agitation began | 
forty years ago, when Poles were | 
urged to take up land, open small 
stores and overcome Jewish compe- | 
tition. 

“Jewish nationalistic aspiration | 
took form nine years ago, being 
stimulated by the Russian revolu- 
tion. 

“After the present war broke out 
the Jews hoped to gain political 
freedom, but friction between the 
Poles and Jews began again. When 
German occupation came the Poles 
accused the Jews of co-operating 
with the Germans, owing to Ger- 
man promises. The Germans per- 
mitted Jewish newspapers’ which 
had been suspended at Warsaw tao | 
reappear, allowed us to open our 
schools and gave certain liberties | 
to both Poles and Jews. It was 
then that Warsaw elected its first ' 
municipal council. | 

“In this council began the forma- |, 
tion of parties which now — exist. 
Our nationalist party seeks auton- 
omy for the Jews, recognition by | 
the Polish state, with home rule; | 
the right to have our own schools. 
and libraries and the privilege of 
using Yiddish in the schools, but to 
study Polish history and the Polish 
language.

“T cannot think of any provision 
in law upon which the former em- 
peror would have to be given up,” 
he said. “But that is not a question 
which closely concerns us. We have 
separated ourselves from him and | 
now desire only that guilt for the 
outbreak of the war should be final- | 
ly fixed in order that he may be| 
exposed once for all.” 

Asked as to his view of the future | 
Ebert replied: 

“IT am optimistic but you must) 
remember that our influence upon 
the course of events is limited.

low. That a nation can be brought | 
to a desperate pass and i burst 
through all restraints has been 
shown by the experiences the 
past year.

It is poor consolation, however, that 
in falling one drags one’s enemy to | 
the ground. To us any other solu- 
tion would be preferable.” 
GERMANY IS PREPARING 
“WHITE BOOK” OF WAR.

Washington, December .17.—Two 
hundred thousand‘ men must be re- 
cruited into the navy next year to 
take the places of those demobilized. 
Captain H. Laning, chief of the bu- 
reau of navigation, made this esti- 
mate today when asking the house 
naval affairs committee for an ap- 
propriation of $12,000,000 to cover 
transportation and recruiting ex- 
penses for 1920. 

After July 1 next, 359,000 men will 
be needed in the regular naval force 
to man the naval and shipping 
board vessels, Captain Laning told 
the committee. The regular navy 
at present has 215,000 men and 165,- 
000 of these enlisted since the war 
began, 120,000 for four years and 
45,000 for the duration of, the war.

several states, it seems proper to
